At last week’s meeting, John Holcombe, 
Miner Harkness, Larry Twedell, Ron Brandley 
and Paula Moulton voiced negative reactions to 
the possibility of hiring the sheriffs department 
to replace the police department. 

Holcombe said the action would bring "a 
multitude of big city problems." Harkness said 
that any talk about joining the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment "bothers me." He continued, "I know them 
well, having worked with them for 40 years.. .We 
don’t need the sheriffs department." 

Larry Twedell said it would take long and 
hard work to bring the "sheriffs’ mentality to this

Eloise Parker 
succumbs to flu 

in Puerto Rico 

Eloise Parker, Sierra Madre Planning Com¬ 
missioner since June, 1987, died Friday, Feb. 11, 
following a seige with Influenza Type A which 
caused her to contract pneumonia. She died in the 
University of ^<rto Rico hospital, and she wilK 
be interr^ in a cemetery own^ by the hospital. 

Mrs. Parker had left for a cruise with Annette 
Perloff of Beverly Hills, formerly of Sierra Mad¬ 
re, on the day of the earthquake, Jan. 17, and be¬ 
came ill at the end of the cruise. She had told her 
daughter, Carol Parker, that she was fatigued 
during the cruise and admitted in a phone call 
that she was "a lot more tired than I thought." 

At the end of the cruise she was t^en to the 
University of Puerto Rico Hospital where her 
condition was diagnosed as pneumonia. Her 
daughter arrived to be with her a week before her 
death. 

"I knew the doctors wouldn’t send her home. 
The doctors told me that she’d be here for 
months. She had chronic pulmonary fibrosis and 
the doctors treated her for everything. After I got 
there, we talked via notes," Carol Parker told 
The News in a phone interview just follo>ying her 
mother’s death. Ultimately, Mrs. Parker just 
stopped responding to all of the medicine, and 
the doctors told her daughter that her condition 
was life-threatening. She was put in intensive 
care on Wednesday and she died Friday. 

Memorial services are scheduled for Tuesday, 
Feb. 22, at 11 a.m. at St. Rita’s Church in Sierra 
Madre. Monsignor Robert Gara will officiate at 
the services. Carol Parker will deliver a eulogy 
for both her mother and father, Dan, the latter 
who preceded his wife in death on Jan. 15, 1992. 

Mrs. Parker was born on Sept. 10, 1917, in 
Memphis, Tenn. When she was 18 years old, she 
traveled to California to visit with relatives here,.

"It is unconscionable to spend 
millions and millions of tax dollars to 
house illegal aliens in our prisons who 
have been convicted of crimes," stated 
Assemblyman Richard Mountjoy (R-Ar- 
cadia) last year, after the Assembly 
approved his AJR 46 unanimously. 

Mountjoy’s resolution asks the Presi¬ 
dent and Congress to adopt agreements 
with contries with whom the United States 
either gives foreign aid or with whom We 
have trade agreements to require illegal 
aliens who have been convicted of a crime 
to serve their sentences in their own 
country. 

"Why should the overburdened tax¬ 
payer support illegal alien criminals? If 
the United States gives foreign aid to a 
country, that country should take financial 
responsibility for the incarceration of its 
own citizens," said Mountjoy. 

Former United States Attorney Gen¬

The Social Security Administration has had 
many problems in its long existence, none more 
bizarre than the one involving number 078-05- 
1120. 

The trouble started when a wallet maker 
put a sample social security card in each of his 
products, just to show how nicely it would fit 
and how easy it was to show. Turned out he 
should have been less original, and should have 
stuck with a colored picture of the current sex 
symbol. (1 think 1 had Lana Turner - until my 
sweetie suggested ^change). 

The sample card was clearly marked "Spec¬ 
imen," which apparently was not interpreted 
correctly by many buyers. The number 078-05- 
1120 was a real social security number - that of 
th<* wallet maker’s secretary. 


But a whole lot of the wallet buyers thought 
it was their own personal identification. 

That’s not so unexpected. The average 
American doesn’t know much about the Social 
Security system, especially until he retires, and 
if the monthly checks are deposited directly in 
the bank by Washington, he doesn’t pay much 
attention even then. (Everyone knows about 
Medicare, but doesn’t understand all he knows.) 

At any rate, there were thousands of deduc¬ 
tions from all kinds of people credited to “that” 
number, apparently amounting to millions of 
dollars, all credited to the secretary’s account. 


It took the department 20 years to get the 
mess straightened out. All the secretary got out 
of the “windfall” was a new number. 

Today, of course, no one could make a mis¬ 
take like that. Only the computer errs.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My cat has developed small scabs on his back and 
neck and is constantly licking and grooming himself. 
My vet says he has flea allergy dermatitis put I don't 
find very many fieas on him. Is this possible? 

Yes. While fleas are feeding offofthe cat or doB they 
secrete saliva into them. Tne saliva contains hista¬ 
mine like compounds and enzymes that are irritating 
and cause a cat or dog to scratch and lick at himself 
All it takes is one flea bit in an allergic cat or dog to 
set off the scratch itch cycle. You don't need to ha ve 
a lot of fleas to develop flea allergy dermatitis. The 
best v/w to control the problem is to get rid of the 
fleas, this can be difficult since fleas reproduce so 
quickly especially during the warmer months. Flea 
control must be (firectea at the animal and the envi¬ 
ronment. I recommend spraying the house and yard 
monthly and bathing and spraying dogs and cats on 
a weekly basis.
